Cincinnati, Nov. 19.— With the ar 
rests in six cities of men alleged by 
the government to constitute a monu 
mental get rich quick chain of swin 
dlers United States secret service men 
declare they have brought to the sur 
face an organization that has mulcted 
small corporations, inventors and pro­ 
moters of $1,500,000 in the last three 
years. 
Those arrested were: F. D. Minyard 
in Cleveland, O.; George S. Hanna 
ford, Chicago: S. B. Warren, Roches 
ter, N. Y .; 
Mason G. Worth, New 
York; Thomas Fish wick, Boston, and 
A. Bruce Crane, Newark, N J. 
Indictments

here 
against five men who are alleged to 
have constituted one link of the chain 
The 
five 
are 
Minyard, 
Hannaford 
Flshwick and J. R. Long and J. G 
Malcolm, who are said to be in Can 
ada. 
The other arrests were made on 
affidavits of government officials 
Much of the evidence which resulted 
in th*- indictments, it is said, was given 
to the grand jury by a woman, Miss 
Clark Kronage, formerly employed as 
stenographer by the firm of Minyard, 
Kessler & Malcolm. 
The plan of operation, it is charged 
in the indictments, was for members 
of the concern to advertise their abil 
ity to sell stocks for promoters and 
inventors. 
Those who answered the 
advertisements 
were told 
that 
the 
stock could not be sold at its true 
value unless guaranteed by a reliable 
guarantee company. 


Agreed to Guarantee Stock. 


The customer then was recommend­ 
ed, it is charged, to George S. Hanna­ 
ford, who conducted the Chicago De­ 
benture company. 
Hannaford, the in­ 
dictment states, would guarantee the 
stock, charging I per cent of its par 
value. 
The promoter then would be 
informed that a purchaser for the en­ 
tire issue had been found providing 
the proposition was found worthy 
A charge rating as high as one-third 
or sometimes 45 per cent of the par 
value of the stock would be made for 
this 
investigation. 
Afterwards 
the 
promoter was informed that his prop­ 
osition had proved to be no good and 
was dropped. 
The indictment charges that the 
proceeds from the two investigations 
were divided among members of the 
brokerage concerns and the debenture 
companies. 
No effort was made to 
sell any stock, it declares, and only 
a perfunctory investigation made of 
the merits of the different enterprises.

DECISION MAY AID 


SUITS NOW PENDING 


Bathtub Opinion Pleases Depart­ 


ment ot Justice. 


Washington, Nov. 19.—The United 
States supreme court’s decision in the 
bathtub trust case, given by Justice 
McKenna, places a judicial ban upon 
the latest plan of trust organization, 
according to department of 
justice 
officials. 
The substance of the ruling 
is that there can be no monopoly in 
the unpatented product of a patented 
machine without violating the Sher­ 
man antitrust law. 
The decision, it is said, may have 
an important bearing upon several in­ 
vestigations now under way by At­ 
torney General Wickersham. It also 
may be of assistance to the govern­ 
ment in suits already filed against the 
moving picture trust and the United 
Shoe Machinery company. 
Government 
officials 
assert 
that 
the bathtub trust plan, known as tho 
patent license 
agreement, has 
sup­ 
planted other schemes of organization 
that have been declared illegal. These 
latter Include the pure trust plan, as 
exemplified in the case of the Stand­ 
ard Oil company of Ohio; the holding 
company plan, declared invalid in the 
Northern Securities case, and the com­ 
bination of a holding company and a 
manufacturing company, as illustrated 
in the Standard Oil and tobacco cases,

in Inflation. 
New York, Nov. 19.— Irving Fisher 
of Yale university told the members 
of the New’ York Manufacturers’ asso­ 
ciation in Brooklyn that the present 
high cost of living was due primarily 
to what he termed gold inflation and 
credit inflation rather than to the pop­ 
ularly supposed influences, all of which 
were more or leas local in their appli­ 
cation.

"The truth is," he said, "that mon­ 
etary contraction and monetary ex­ 
pansion are both evils from whatever 
cause they may come. 
The lesson of 
the hour is that we may suffer from 
gold inflation, which comes from nat­ 
ural causes just as truly as from in­ 
flation through legislative enactment. 
Most people have an easy confidence 
that ‘a dollar is a dollar’ and always 
stays so. 
As a matter of fact no oth­ 
er units of measure are so unstable as 
units of money."

Buffalo, N. Y „ Nov. 19.— The police 
of Lackawanna and Buffalo say they 
have established the identity of the 
man who in a series of postcards and 
letters confessed he killed Joseph Jo ­ 
sephs, the seven-year-old Lackawanna 
boy; Michael Kruck, the New York 
newsboy, and others. 
Messages giv­ 
ing the alleged murderer’s name and 
description and requesting his arrest 
have been sent broadcast through the 
Eastern states. 
The police say they

lay their evidence before the 
grand jury. 
The principal evidence it is said. Is 
a letter written under a New York 
date and mailed at Whiting, N. J., 
Feb. I, 1912. 
It was turned over to 
the police by 
John 
Hoskyn, chiel 
millwright of a local chemical works. 
The writer, according to Hoskyn, ap­ 
plied for work at the chemical works 
in September, 1911, and remained there 
four days. 
Upon leaving he promised 
to write to Hoskyn, which he did four 
months later. 
When Hoskyn saw reproductions of 
the Boston and New York postcards 
written to Chief Gilson and George 
Josephs, the murdered 
boy’s father, 
he was struck by the similarity of the 
writing to that of the letter from 
Whiting and he turned it over to the 
police.

New York, Nov. 19.—A r n and 
woman stood in a small room of a 
Raines law hotel In the Bronx and de­ 
liberately shot down three detectives 
and two other men who were trying 
to place the pair under arrest. 
After 
nearly emptying the eleven chambers 
of a large automatic pistol, reinforced 
by shots from an ordinary revolver in 
the hands of his woman companion, 
and probably fatally wounding four of 
those whom he shot down, the man 
shot and killed the woman and then 
put a bullet through his own head, dy­ 
ing instantly. 
This is the outcome of one of the 
most serious shooting affrays which 
the detectives of this eity have run 
into for years, so far as the conflict­ 
ing stories of the shooting bad been 
sifted. 
The dead man is known by several 
names, having registered at the hotel 
as Joseph Vogel. 
The police declare 
that he Is a Pole named Pheres Dora* 
gyeski. The woman with bim had reg­ 
istered as lit t le Vogel. 
Vogel was 
about forty-eight years old and the 
woman about twenty-five. 
The detectives were on the trail of 
the pair, suspecting them of having 
been accomplices in a diamond rob­ 
bery for which Sophia Beckendorf, a 
domestic, had been held for the grand 
Jury. 
The woman who had loet the 
jewels traced the girl to Vogel’s house* 
and told the detectives of her discov­ 
ery. 
After a taxicab chase detectives 
learned that the Vogels had sought 
lodging at the Elsmere hotel in the 
Bronx. 


Waiter Leads Way to Room. 


Central 
Detective 
Martin F. Fay 
and Private Detectives John Allen and 
Tjouis Gerade went to the hotel in 
search of their quarry. 
Louis Mond- 
sehein, the 
proprietor, 
told 
of the 
couple having arrived in a taxicab 
and ordered William Butler, a waiter, 
to show 
the detectives to Vogel’s 
room. 
As Allen forced his way in, declar­ 
ing that tho couple were under arrest, 
Vogel struck the detective over the 
head 
with 
a 
blackjack 
and 
then 
grasped a magazine pistol which lay 
upon the bed. 
His first bullet struck 
Allen in the head and he fell, probably 
fatally hurt. 
Detectives Fay and Ge­ 
rade rushed into tho room, followed 
by Mondschein and Butler. 
It Is declared that they did not fire 
a shot, but endeavored to seize Allen’s 
assassin. They were not quick enough. 
Vogel let go one shot after another, 
nearly every one taking effect. 
Fay 
and Mondschein both received prob­ 
ably fatal wounds in the abdomen. 
Gerade was shot in the leg and back 
and Butler received a severe wound 
In the hip. 
The woman, also armed, had fired 
several shots, some of which it Is be­ 
lieved hit the detectives. 
Evidently crazed at his gun work 
Vogel turned his gun upon his young 
woman companion. 
She 
was shot 
through the abdomen and soon ex­ 
pired. 
Vogel made quick work of him­ 
self by putting tho last bullet from his 
gun into his head and felt dead. 
At 
the hospital, to which 
all of the 
wounded were removed, It was said 
that probably all, except Butler, would 
die.
